Beginning with nothing but three 
men and some moyey withoyt pre- 
cedents but plenty of entiiusiagm, the 
C.4W8. developed into a. large or- 
ganization What cannot be conveyed 
fully in words is ite-cumulative in- 
fluence throughout the years on the 

* moral and even ox the physival wel- 
fare of tlie men and women of tlie 
Canedian fighting services, 

Weary and battleworn men were 
enabled, if only for a few hours, to 
forget tii:ir immediate experiences 
and surroundings, remember happier 
days exd gain frezh hopes future. 

The men primarly responsible for 
such results were the supervisor who, 
debarred from full military. service be- 
wause of age or physical disability, 
neverthele:s shared the dangers ana 
fieardship of the unit they were attach- 
ed to, in a number of vases to an ex- 
tent not entirely compatible with the 
official status of “non-combatant.” 

Qn the outbreak of war in 1939, the 
Cexadian Legion, the ¥.M.C.A., the 
Knights of Columbys and the Sal- 
vation Army, offered their services 
to the Canadian government for tne 
purpose of orfianizing and conducting 
@ welfare service for the troops. 

Accordjngly each organization was 
granted a Dominion ¢eharter and a 
-directorate of Auxiliary Services was 
set up under the Department of Na- 
tional Defence’ to coordinate the 
efforts of the four organizations. 

The first Legion supervisors arriv- 
ed oversaes in late 1939. By the end 
ef 1942 the yalue of ‘Auxiliary Sey- 
vigge’ work was fully recognized by 
Ayvmed Services although at first theye 
bad been a little difficulty in gettixg 
senior commanders to accept the iden 
of supervisors going Jetraight into 
the field with their units, 

When members of the R.C.A.F. 
were posted to some isolated outpost 
to guard the Atlantic life lines, then 
Legion superviors went witli then 
and helped to make the monotonoud 
and morale dredging life more com- 
fortable and entertaining. 

When storm-weary Canadian cor- 
vettes end subchasers finally found 
haven in a snug English harbor the 
sailors were yejuvenated by a wel- 
come of “Hey, fellows, we have a 
show for you tonight with real live 
Canadian girls!” 

And so on, the story coyld be told of 
times- innumerable. 

During the long years of waiting 
for action in Great Britain the troona 
were itching with bottled-up energy. 
Energy mi:placed often means trouble 
and it was there that the Auxiliary 
Services stepped in and built a huge 
safety valye for al} that excess steam 
{fm the form of organized sports.

And today the benefits of this ef- 
fort carries on in Great Britain where 
students play volleyball, softball and 
baseball, (itherto practically un- 
known. 

Statistics show that our highest 
percentage of misconduct was before 
the Auxiliary Services became organ- 
ized, Later it was accepted by all 
that the Canadians were on the whole 
the be:t behaved—if slightly on the 
exuberant side, 

All this time the supervisiors weve 
preparing themselves for the day 
when more than ever would be neede’ 
to keep morale and spirits uplifted. 
All this to date was ymnasiuin 
fighting, but soon would come the real 
ting. ‘Whenever the troops went on 
maneouvers they ‘went with them, The 
iime was soon to come when they 
would see real action and plenty of it.

THE HIGH COST OF 
PRICE SECURITY 


Tihroughout the world there seems 
to be at the moment a wave of think- 
ing that governments semehow should 
provide ‘security’ for all of us. In 
some countries attempts are being tv 
provide that security. In Britain, for 
instance, the government has guaran- 
teed farmers set prices on certain 
farm products. In return, however, 
the farmers have had to give up tu 
the government the entire super- 
vision and control of their farming 
operations. Those farmers who in 
any way do not live up to the string- 
ent govérnment regulations may be 
heavily fined, or imprisoned, or may 
have their farms taken from them. 
The first case under the new act was 
that of a farmer from Spalding, 
Lineolnshire—Mr, Ralph Bishop—whe 
was sent to prison for four months 
and fined $6000 for sowing six acres 
of a certain vrop more than the goy- 
ernment regulations permitted. Oye

| CHEMICALLY-WRAPPED 


ORANGES BETTER FOR SHIPPING 

POMONA, Cal.—A year of experi- 
mentation has indicated that Cali- 
fornia citrus fruit can be shipped 
across country by rail without loss 
from decay.
